If anything is to bo done- during tho 
coming season towards securing the 
Colony frequent anu regular commu- 
nication by diroot stoamer with San 
Francisco, tho presont is tho most 
opportune time of any lor agitation 
by those interested in our growth and 
prosperity. Last Spring San Francis- 
co waB crowded with immigrants, 
many of whom would gladly have 
availed thomsolvea of any ohoap and 
Bpeedy method of reaching the Colony ; 
bnt who wore debarred by tho high 
ratea of iaro and the infroqueuoy of 
communication, from coming north- 
ward. The necessity of Governmont 
subsidizing a suitable independent boat 
waB frequently and strongly urged 
upon them a twolvomonth ngo; but 
the reason givon l'cr thoir refusal to 
do so, was tho lack of funds; aud 
aftor several months spont in negotia- 
tions upon tho subject, tho old lino got 
the subsidy, and tho prospect of oppo- 
sition was destroyed. Now, the case 
is different. Tho incroaso cf tho rov- 
enuo and tho proportioDati docroaso 
in tho expenditure, which it ib olaimod 
on sunn-official authority have occur- 
red, enable tho Governmont to ccmo 
forward with cash in hand and undei 
take the subsidy of - ono or more 
steamers to carry the mails, and paei 
eengorB and freight at modeiato rates 
(say twice a month) botwoon this port 
and San Francisco. Wo aro certain 
that every merchant of standing 
would pledge himselt not to travel nor 
Bhip freight by any othor line; 
and as the company who control 
tha Oooan Steam Navigation on 
this coast from Mexico to Alaska 
would not resign any portion of their 
traflio until aftor a severe struggle, 
they would immediately put on at 
least ono steamer, larger aud hotter 
than any now running hero, to com- 
pote with the subsidized boat. By 
this arrangement the Colony, after 
granting a BubBidy sufficiently largo 
to Insnro the now lino its running exo 
penBes, so aB to ensblo it to clear the 
sums received for passage and freight, 
would bo immensely tho gainer from 
tho low rates that would at onco pro- 
vail. Tho good offools of opposition 
apon the traffic botwoon this Colony 
and tho Columbia River, aro oven 
now being felt, and ought to provo 
the moans of convincing our Govern- 
ment of the necessity of encouraging 
a similar line between this port and 
San Francisco. As we said at start- 
ing, tbo present is the best time for 
agitation. It tho niattor lie dormant 
until the Spring, ik will be midsummer 
before any decision is arrived at; and 
then it will bo too late for any good 
to be effected in 18G9. 

^ 

Lokb Stanley's "little bill" of 
£9,500,000, is an offset to tho Alabama 
claim, and is founded upon damages sus- 
tained by the property of British sub- 
jects during tho Civil War and the 
Fenian raid into Canada. Tho amount 
claimed by the Americans is 832,000,000, 
principally for shipping burned by Con- 
federate privateers. The present Am- 
erican administration appears to desire 
an amicable settlement of the difficulties 
between the two nations, and tho new 
member to the Court of St James was 
the first to hold out the oliVe-branch, 
which was at onco accepted by the Im> 
perial Government. Tho preliminary 
negotiations, thus far, havo been of a 
satisfactory character to tho mass of peo- 
ple on both sides of tho Atlantic ; and 
the American Minister has been most en- 
thusiastically received and hospitably en- 
tertained by the British Government and 
people ; and although he seems to havo 
given offence to a few hot-heads among 
his countrymen by his cordial reception 
of Laird (the builder of the Alabama and 
other privateers) his pacific policy has 
been approved by his Government, and 
as ho has reached a time of life when 
political aspirations generally cuaso (Mr 
Johnson is 76 years of age), this approval 
is all ho probably concerns himself about. 
On t^.e 4th of Murch next tho President 
elect will assumo tho duties of office ; 
and Mr Seward is evidently aiming to 
leave a " clean slate " behind him. So 
far as the Alabama claims go, wo earnest- 
ly trust that this aim may not bo frus» 
trated.

There can be but little doubt 
that stokers, CDgineois, and bo forth would 
save theao oshos instead of throwing thud) 
oveiboard or otherwise wasting them as they 
do now, if any one would make it at all profit, 
able for them to do so. As lor amnion!*?, the 
gas works could make any quantity if 
it .were needed or lather demaodod I What 
becomes of the boDes, blood and other waste 
of animals consumed iu tho Colony ? What 
of the cess-pools and so forth ? Here is a 
Cohny importing the greater part of what il 
consumes aud yet calling out for manure 7 
How is the land wasted by bad farming? 
To import guano is au excuse lor idlene.n or 
ignorance, nevertheless import, if any ooe 
can make a profit by its sale ! Although 
wood ashes ure an cxcellont manure, there 
is perhaps nothing more injurious to land 
than burniDg down the (oresi. Tho reason 
is, Ibat intense fires entirely destroy all the 
vegetable matter, leaving the soil about as 
good as ground bnokj for cultivation ; and 
here perhaps i3 one reason why lorost lands 
aro very often poor, viz. on account ol the 
tiros that havo previously passed through 
them. Let any one examine a piece of land 
that has been fiorooly burned aud he will, 
lind how utterly unproductive it has become. 
To burn brush upon the landdoea good or ap- 
pears to do good because tho ash resulting 
from the burnt vegetable matter doos more 
good than the mild fire does harm It is 
vastly different with a raging lire. One 
Iossod may be learned from ibis, viz, not to 
burn heavy timber upon land— save perhaps 
during tno winter when the soddon coDdiiiou 
of the ground will in some measure protect 
it from injury. Whenever a tiro destroys a 
great portion of forest it will be well if tbe 
Govurnment or Borne one would sprinkle 
grass seed upon il; the seed would grow and 
produce a scanty crop of grass, und at tho 
same time from prarie lands, and prevent tho 
forest resuming its command. In this way a 
considerable amount ot good and profit might 
ho had lor the country with very little out- 
lay and inconsiderable trouble.

The safely of Dr Livingstone is now placed 
beyond doubt. Sir Rodariok Murchiton, in 
a letter to the Times, points out how cortoct 
ho h»B been iu his predictions. Even the 
route of his journey homeward Sir Rodorick 
marked out. It appeura that Livingstone has 
been living during three months with friondly 
Arabs, and waiting lor the olose of a native 
war before proceeding on his way to Ujiji ; 
and ho told the Arab messengor that after 
oxploring Lake Tanganyika, be intendod to 
return to Zanzibar. His further delay may 
bo accounted for by tho faot that when he 
wrote ho was unuware oi what disoovories 
bad been made by Sir Samuel Bakor. The 
map of Bakor has boen transmitted to him. 
In Sir Roderick's opinion Livingstone would 
ut once see from it that ' it was more than 
ever incumbent on him to try to solve the 
groat problem of tho Niletic watershod of 
Africa, by determining whether theso great 
lakes are united or separated by high lands, 
and, if separated, by ascertaining into what 
river system Taganyika discharges its sur- 
plus waters.' Ho would, in doing this, be 
onoo again prevented from making immo- 
diately lor the coast. But it is by no means 
improbable that ho will bo at Zanzibar before 
Christmas, 

Tho South German States have agreed 
upon a common plan of mobilization. As a 
matter of course il is not to be divulged — 
being thero as ir. Prussia, considered a Stuto 
uecret. 

A large Bolgian vessol arrived recently at 
Civita Vooebia having on board lor tbo Papa!

Corrsspondonce from Rome suggrets th>>t 
tho fall of Queen Isabella will bo a sad blow 
to Una Papal goverunie.nt, considering that 
under bcr reign §l,CO0 wore eont to Rome 
daily as St Peter's pence. Iu these hard times 
evon a government oannot well miss suoh a 
contribution. 

The magistrates of Colohostor, England, 
recently sentenced a young girl to 21 days 
imprisonment and hard labor for having 
pluckod a branch of lavender. Although 
stunned by suoh severity, on lonving the 
court she Baid to the magistrates—' May God 
punish you.' 

Near to thoaquarinm in the Exhibition at 
Havre, Franoe, there aro two stands vory 
opposito ; n character. In one a man givos 
away Biblca, and in tho other a boautiful 
young girl sells at the most extravagant 
prices bottles ol Toilet Water of tho Immac- 
ulate Conception. 

A persor of distinction arrived recently at 
Biarritz from Spain, and on being presented 
to the Emperor of the French tho latter in- 
quired bow matters stood at Madrid. ' All 
goos on well, sire, and quiet reigns every- 
where.' 4 Ah,' replied tho Emperor smiling, 
' tbo people and tbo revolution aro not out of 
their honeymoon yot.' 

The Paris Charivari represents the present 
ataio of affairs in Europo by a huge cobwob 
suspended betweon two stunds of arms. Tho 
various European budgets aro gradually ap 
proaohing it in tho shapoof insects. A huge 
spider — armed peace — is on tho lookout 
ready to eeizo the proy. The samo paper 
ropresoots a Prussian grinning at a French 
soldier — belwoen the two stands the roverend 
Bguro of Rhine. ' Now my little fellows, if 
you grin much longer at each other you will 
nd in a muss.' 

An autograph loiter of tbo Pope has been 
delivered by special messenger to King Wil- 
liam of Prussiai What tbo contents may be 
is unknown. It is hoped they do not refer to 
the invitation lately addresaed to all Protest- 
ants to bow to his authority, so that they 
may avoid his curse. It would bo a bootless 
errand. Tho oatablishod church in Prussia 
has been so incensud b,y his nddressing thom 
as his erring children that, by order of the 
Central Consistory, o declaration will bo 
read from the pulpit io all churches and 
chapols of that oountry, deolining iho invita- 
tion and repelling the arrogance with which 
it is accompanied. 

Tho Fischietto of Turin, gives somo good 
caricaiiiros on the Spanish revolution. One 
respresents Queon Isabella reclining ou bogs of 
money, enjoying a cigarette, to which is 
added : — 'The journal La France states that 
the bed of a dethrone! prinoo must bo T?ry 
hard. Isabella knows it well, poor Ibingl' 
Another sbows Isabella endeavoring to with- 
draw a huge jagged fishbone (recognition of 
the Provisional government) from her throat. 
The protest is lying torn at her feet, and 6he 
is surrounded by mocks and priests in ex- 
treme despair— 'A poor invalid, who has 
now got, in addition to other evils, a nasty 
bone in bur throat Ibat throws consternation 
among hor friends.' 

Let us chronicle an important step towards 
unity of North and South Germany, a pigmy 
effort to oroas the Main lire, and one, loo, 
which ought to make both sides blush. Il is 
no less than a troaty between Prussia and 
Bavaria of a very arbitrary nature concern- 
ing press prosecutions, Au instance in point 
is the Hamburg journal called the Freischutz, 
which bas been refused circulation in Meck- 
lenburg-Schworin by order of tho Govern* 
ment post authoritks. Tho editor makes bis 
appeal now to tbo Bund Chancellor on the 
ground that according to the lew of tbo 
North German Confederation no political 
journal can be excluded from Ibe benefit of 
being forwarded by post. 

Accounts from Pa is state that the Hano- 
verian legion of ex George has inoreased 
from 740 to 1400 men. In Hildeaheim, near 
Hanover, there has been another recent 
judgment respecting oontempt ol majesty. 
A servant maid has been condemned tu two 
month's imprisonment for singing a Unnovor- 
ian song, and a boy was fined ton tbalers (or 
shouting 'Cuckoo' after a Prussian police 1 , 
man, 

A present lately made by a very rich and 
pious family in Hanover to the Crown 
Prinoe on his birthday oonsisted of a silver 
shield, one and a half fee! in diameter, with 
a gold edge on wbioh is represented St George 
in the aot of Blaying the dragon, with the 
motto, 'In hoc sigrw vinces.' On tho reverse 
is engravoi) a text from Soripiuro. Upon re- 
ceiving this present the Crown Prinoo is re- 
ported to Invo said that he had tho film con- 
viction he should retorn within five years io 
the throne nt his ancestors. There exists no 
Germany, in the political sense of tbo 
word, now. II Hanovor were to rise und re- 
claim its rightful dynasty this oould not bo 
callod tr:nsoD against Germany. As regards 
Hanover's present position it can only bo 
looked npon as a hostile occupation. Ilia 
adherents, he said, should, however not dam- 
ago the cause by a premature movement. 
Of tho posiiiou towards Fraoce he remarked 
that it was a calumny thai Guolphs were 
seoking Bupport from loroign aid ; they need- 
ed neither the intervention of Austria nor ol 
Franco to obtain their rights sooner or later
